Jobless Pay Sails 
To House Victory

WASHINGTON (?}\—The House Wednesday passed 
President Kennedy’s emergency bill to put almost $1 
billion into the hands of unemployed Americans who 
have exhausted their benefits. 


It was the first of Kennedy’s 
major antirecession bills to pass 
either branch of Congress. Ken- 
nedy gave the bill top priority re- 
cently when he sent Congress a 
list of 16 legislative proposals. 


The bill now goes to the Senate, 
which plans committee hearings 
next week. Administration lead- 
ers want the Senate to pass the 
bill by mid-March so the benefits 
can start flowing April 1. 


On a roll call, the House ap- 
proved the bill by a 392-30 vote. 
Two Democrats joined 28 Repub-

The overwhelming margin was 
no sign that Kennedy’s other ma- 
jor bills would breeze through the 
House.

Even 
before .the vote, it had more bi- 
partisan support than any other 
major Kennedy bill.

‘IT don’t think, however,” he 
added, “that the type of commit- 
tee that will be named will meet 
just to get $20-a-day—and that’s 
all they'll be paid, you know.”’

Gan’t Property Owner 
And State Be Protected? 


* At issue in the debate over enabling 
legislation for Amendment No. 9 was 
whether the condemnation price of land 
needed for highways will be the highway 
department’s estimate—or that of either 
a-special master or three assessors. 

> The advantage to the property owner 
of having the value determined by the lat- 
ter method is that it is a disinterested 
estimate or assessment. The state natur- 
ally prefers to get the property as cheap- 
ly.as possible. The property owner natur- 
aHy prefers to get as much money as pos- 
sible. A master or the assessors represent 
bpth. 

* Unfortunately, the state’s lack of 
quick-taking authority often slows down 
cénsturction by forcing delays in letting 
contracts. This is always a nuisance. It 
is particularly so now with the need for 
haste in answer to President Kennedy’s 
plea for an anti-recession speed-up. 

- It would be a mistake, however, to 
ignore the proper demands of property

owners in order to make that speed. It 
would seem to us that both the individual 
and the state can be protected by rewrit- 
ing the enabling legislation so that the 
state gets its quick-taking power and the 
property owner keeps the right to have a 
judicial determination of value by as- 
sessors or a special master after the con- 
demnation. 

The bill passed by the House yester- 
day does this but requires the property 
owner to appeal to a jury before the 
special master’s hearing can be held. 
Thus he is forced to pay for the special 
master’s hearing. Furthermore, he could 
not accept the master’s decision. He could 
only draw any extra money the master 
awarded by posting bond. He coulg not 
drop his rights fully protected if he were 
allowed to ask for a special master’s hear- 
ing without having to appeal. 

That’s about the only way everybody 
is going to be kept happy in this dispute. 
We hope the Senate makes everybody

1. Rep. Frank Twitty’s resolution on 
studying legislative reapportionment 
should be expedited in the Senate. It also 
should be understood at the outset any 
such proposed study panel also should ex- 
amine thoroughly the growing inequities 
of the county unit system. 

2. The effort to gut and eventually 
to destroy the compulsory school attend- 
ance law should be junked. 

3. Rep. John Sheffield’s proposal to 
create a Georgia Commission on State 
Sovereignty and Independence gives a 
high-sounding name to a vicious device. 
It would replace the old Commission on 
Education, which became so bad it was 
abolished in 1959, with something worse. 
It would be political in makeup, have 
broad powers to investigate this, that and 
the other, be armed with subpoena pow- 
ers to harass and meddle as it well 
pleased, 

The legislature should quickly dump 
bad ideas and get on with*enacting con- 
structive rather than destructive legis- 
lation before time runs out.

“Operation Abolition.’’ Rep. Walter himself admits some scenes are 


spliced out of sequence (“decidedly minor’’). 


But serious questions 


have been raised not only about the paste-and-scissors aspect of put- 
ting together the action shots, but about points of interpretation placed 


on the riot by the narration.

This matter is so serious that the Board of the National Council 
of Churches has advised its constituent communions not to exhibit the 
film in churches unless full and fair presentation of facts relating to 
questions-about it are provided beforehand. 

Even the Defense Department has withdrawn the doctored film 
from use. Yet the House Committee on Un-American Activities seems 
content to be identified with it. For the committee to accept justifica- 
tion of its activities on grounds that are open to any question whatso- 
ever seems to raise a new question about the committee’s self-re- 
straint, upon which we now must rely. Oppose Communists to assure 
freedom, yes. But let us not throw the baby out with the bath water.

It happened again during the 
Eisenhower administration when 
John Foster Dulles announced 
the strategy of ‘massive _ re- 
taliation.”” And now it is Secre- 
tary of State Rusk who is in the 
middle of a swirl of rumors and 
denunciations. 

Actually, there is nothing sen- 
sational in what is happening. 
The secretary is merely saying 
what President Kennedy prom- 
ised would be done during the 
campaign. He is talking of the 
need to strengthen the conven- 
tional or non-nuclear arsenal of 
the United States. 

There is no plan in the State 
Department or anywhere else, so 
far aS one can discover, to 
weaken the arsenal of nuclear 
and thermonuclear weapons. 

In the opinion of many offi- 
cials here, our defenses had be- 
come lopsided, with biz weapons 
to fight the big nuclear war no- 
body really expected, and with 
not enough small weapons to 
fight the limited wars almost 
everybody thought were bound to 
come. 

All the administration is say- 
ing now is that we must be in 
a position to.make the punish- 
ment fit the crime. Neither the 
President nor the secretary of 
State wants to use a sledge- 
hammer to kill a fly. 


This does not mean that they 
would stand aside and rely 
wholly on conventional weapons 
if the superior ground forces of 
the Communists were overwhelm- 
ing our ground forces in areas 
vital to our security. No doubt 
any weapons would be used to 
assure the safety of the com- 
mand in direct conflict with the 
Communists. 

The administration does, how- 
ever, want to be sure that it is 
prepared for any kind of con- 
flict anywhere from Korea or the 
Congo to Cuba and that it is able 
to deal with the intermediate 
ranges of conflict without resort- 
ing to nuclear weapons except as 
a last resort. 


Two things have happened to 
force a review of the nation’s 
military strategy. This country 
now has enough atomic and 
hydrogen weapons to wipe out 
most of mankind, so that while 
new and more _ sophisticated 
weapons are being developed all 
the time, the need for unlimited 
production of nation-busters is 
obviously declining. 

Also, the strategy of massive 
retaliation with nuclear weapons, 
while preventing the big war, 
has not deterred the Communists 
from waging small conventional 
wars.

How Will the U.S. 


Increase Growth? 


ISTANBUL, RebbensPosethe the most com- 
plex problems faced by the Kennedy administra- 
tion are those concerned with the task of increas- 


ing the pi growth rate of our gross national product. The foreign 
position of the United States is related to the President’s success in 
this endeavor. For upon our rate of growth depends future industrial 


capacity and continued ability to 
financing military defenses. 


In the bulletin of Atomic 
Sciences Professor Otto Feinstein 
calculates: 

“Since 1950 the sum of goods 
and services (GNP) in the So- 
viet Union has grown at the rate 
of 6 to 9 per cent a year while 
the U.S. rate has been 3 per cent. 
The Soviet GNP is 45 per cent 
of ours now, and will be 55 per 
cent by 1970.” 


Should this trend continue with 
great disparity in growth rates, 
the U.S. foreign posture may be- 
come relatively weaker, both in 
terms of military protection and 
foreign aid, with grim political 
implications. It may therefore 
be wise to regard our tax phi- 
losophy with respect to its ulti- 
mate diplomatic impact. 

C. Northcote Parkinson, the 
humorous professor, has evolved 
a ‘Parkinson’s Second Law” 
which argues that ‘excessive 
taxation has made nonsense of 
everything.”’ The respective tax 
systems of the United States and

Furthermore, the United States 
shows a tendency to cut itself 
out of world: markets by exces- 
sive taxes and price supports, 
for example to farmers. Exces- 
sivé taxes are often held to 
harm incentive. These heavy 
taxes, plus high wages, drive 
American industrial concerns to 
establish plants overseas where 
they feel they can operate more 
efficiently in competitive world

4. Reforms Needed 
To Protect Votes 


WASHINGTON—The American people face 
the prospect of a grievous miscarriage of a 
presidential election unless some major reforms 


are demanded by the public. The dangerous and intolerable circum- 
stance is that 11,000,000 citizens are denied their vote. Their ballots 
are either stolen or lost or they are deprived of their voting rights 


by meaningless requirements. 

I am raising no partisan issue. 
Perhaps Kennedy should have 
won by 10 times the recorded 
vote. Not to know is dangerous in 
itself. Perhaps Nixon would have 
won if the disfranchised and 
“‘lost’”’ votes could have counted. 

We will just never know and if 
we are going to put an end to not 
being sure how a close election 
really went, if we are going to se- 
cure to all eligible citizens the 
precious right to vote and to have 
that vote counted, there are four 
reforms which are imperative: 

1. Greatly tightened state elec- 
tion laws to reduce ballot thievery 
of every kind, 

2. More trained, competent poll- 
watchers by each party, particu- 
larly in districts or in states dom- 
inated by one party. 

3. Revision of residence require- 
ments which now keep citizens 
from voting for president because 
they have had to move from one 
part of the United States to an- 
other near election time. 

4. Reform the Electoral College 
to make sure that the presidential 
nominee who wins the highest 
vote will be elected. 


All of these reforms are needed. 


The Women’s Division~ of the 
Republican National 
has just issued a completely ob- 
jective, non-partisan piece of re- 
search, circulated to national, 
state and precinct leaders of both 
parties, to congressmen, to the 
50 governors, to the state legisla- 
tures and to scores of civic or- 
ganizations. In 12 lucid pages it 
shows what needs to be done to 
prevent the 3,000,000 “‘shadow vot- 
ers,”” who have their ballots taken 
from them by design or by ac- 
cident. 

This pamphlet claims no superi- 
or virtue for either party. It holds 
both parties responsible.

Doors close on Atlanta’s best show each Monday night at 7:30 sharp. It is 
a by-invitation-only affair and entertainment is by three semi-pro comedians 
who have used levity to teach'a lesson for seven years now. The first welcomes 


and captivates the crowd by saying he’s happy everyone could make it. ‘‘Although,”’ he adds, ‘‘one 
woman said she had to drive 70 to get here.’ The second shows a computer for measuring speed, 
given him by a Georgia Tech genius. ‘‘There’s a boy,” this one says, “who will have no more trouble 
on the streets of Atlanta.”’ The third tells of trying to determine the size of a rock that was in the 
road. ‘‘Was it,” he asked, “‘big'as my head?” “As big maybe, but not as hard.” 


Not belly-laughing funny? 

Well, it is all according to 
where you sit. Sitting in Atlan- 
ta's Traffic Violators Schoo! 
you laugh, because Judges 
Frank White, Paul Bynum and 
Herschel Cole are doing the 
talking. 

When the siren sounded and 
the motorcycle policeman mo- 
tionetl me to a halt he didn’t 
give me any of that “where's 
the fire” bit. He asked only 
that I produce a license and 
then said { was speeding. He 
also said my apology was not 
acceptable. Going, to traffic 
court was. And ‘that’s how I 
ended up in traffic school. 

It is a well spent two and 
one half hours. 

You are reminded that ener- 
gy of a speeding automobile 
makes it deadly. Jydge Paul 
Bynum is convinced that Atlan- 
tans have the best brakes and 
tires in the world. “Ever y- 
one I question,”’ he says, ‘‘can 


stop instantly in no more than 
five feet.’’ Actually, at 50 miles 
per hour it takes 186 feet, or 
11 car lengths, to get a mur- 
der machine halted. “If you 
speed,” continued Bynum, “‘it 
is not a question of if you will 
wreck, but when it will hap- 
pen.” 

Judge Frank White encour- 
aged the ‘‘three E’s of traffic 
safety: Enforcement, En- 
gineering and Education."’ The 
Traffic Violators School is the 
“third E.”’ Atlanta’s three jur- 
ists formed the school which 
treats first offenders as guests, 
not criminals, and it is a model 
other cities copy. 

Judge Herschel Cole begins, 
as does a sfand up showman, 
very slowly. He tells of the 17,- 
404 traffic violations per year 
in Atlanta and of the 14,978 ac- 
cidents last year. And of the 
$16 million in damages. He tells 
that people killed on highways 
in the last 10 years equal the

Caffein is a stimulant and al 
very good one too. It is not, how- | 
ever, included solely to counter- | 
balance the depressant charac- 
teristics of the other drugs. 


The caffein acts as a stimulant 
in the brain area itself, and this 
is of substantial help in over- 
coming a headache. 


For example, a mild headache, 
one described perhaps as a) 
“blurry” headache, and not a 
real hammer-and-tongs head- 
splitter, will often need no treat- | 
ment other than a cup of coffee | 
or tea. 


Anyway, the caffein is included 
in remedies for a valid and posi- 
tive purpose, and you may not 
assume that the other drugs will 
balance out its effect. 


Taking too many tablets con- | 
taining caffein can _ inhibit 
sleep, just as too much coffee, tea 
or other source of caffein may— | 
the degree varying considerably | 
from one person to another. |

“Our school PTA is a small 
political world in itself,” the 
Atlanta mother declared. 
“Within it you find as much 
politicking—with as much court- 
ing for supporters and as much 
to laugh about—as you find at 
a session of the General As- 
sembly at the State Capitol.’’ 


She added that PTA politics 
are two-fold: Efforts to “raise 
a voice, usually too loud,’”’ on 
city, county and state political 
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issues, and “politicking by 
members of the organization for 
their own personal power in the 
organization.” 


A cluster of mothers echoed 
her opinion. 


PRIME OBJECTION 

‘“‘That’s my primary objection 
to the PTA,” one asserted. ‘‘It 
has branched out to take in too 
many things that have nothing 
to do with the reasons we have 
a PTA in the first place. 


“Years ago, the PTA was an 
efficient liaison between the 
school and the parents. But now 
it’s an entirely different kind 
of organization. At recent meet- 
ings I’ve attended, we've talked 
about practically everything 
EXCEPT school problems.” 


STIRRING IN POTS 


“PTA members are like 
women in a lot of other organi- 
zations,”’ an Atlantan observed. 
“They start stirring in pots that 
are none of their business. Poli- 
tics should be left to the men.” 


But that’s an old-fashioned 
view, according to another At- 
lantan. 


“There are few people leit 
today,”’ she maintains, ‘“‘who 
don’t recognize the value of the 
women’s role in every phase of 
life, from the kitchen to the 
White House. Organizations like 
the PTA are responsible for to- 
day’s woman assuming her 
rightful role in all these things. 


THANKS THE PTA 


Another matron said ‘“‘we'ye 
come a long way, thanks to the 
PTA, but there’s still a long way 
to go.”’ 


“For instance,’’ she added, 
“there’s the matter of our 
school boards. Women make up 
most of the PTAs and most of 
the faculties. Women are the 
most concerned with children. 
Yet there are only a few women 
who serve on their local school 
boards. This is a ridiculous situ- 
ation. 


PRAISEWORTHY 


A Georgia mother of four, an 
active PTA member off and on 
for nearly 20 years, considers 
it significant and ‘‘most praise- 
worthy” that the organization 
now includes many facets of 
home-school life. 


“Why shouldn’t it?’’ she 
mused. ‘The field of education 
has branched out to include far 
more than just the three R’s. 
To be effective, the PTA must 
maintain healthy growth, keep- 
ing pace with the changes in 
education. . 


HOW MUCH INFLUENCE 


Just how much influence does 
the PTA wield among lawmak- 
ers at the local, state and. na- 
tional level? 


Opinions, particularly among 
individual homemakers, vary. 


“A lot of the laws bringing 


about improvements in Geor- 


gia’s educational set-up, includ- 
ing higher paid, better trained 
teachers, have been the direct 
result of efforts of the PTA,” 
a local chapter president de- 
clared. 


A BOW FOR PTA 


“And the PTA can take a 
bow as being partly responsible 
for the Sibley report and put- 
ting into motion wheels that will 
mean the legal salvation of our 
public schools. 


But another mother declared 
“going on record for or against 
something at the PTA meeting 
doesn’t mean a thing.” 


‘‘People will vote one way at 


the meeting, a different way at 
the polls,” she asserted. 


One mother said she resented 
it when her child brought home 
a card, supposedly from: the 
school PTA, urging parents to 
vote for a particular candidate 
in the last state elections. She 
refused to name the school, but 
declared such a practice was 
wide-spread in some areas. 


LEGISLATORS LISTEN 


Many Georgia legislators, 
polled by The Constitution for 
this series, admit they at least 
listen to organizational opin- 
ions. 


A South Georgia delegate to 


the current General Assembly 
said that he didn’t think the 
PTA was directly responsible 
for putting men in office, but 
if they put their minds to it, 
they could sure keep ‘em out.’ 


The other side of the PTA 
political coin—‘‘politics of the 
organization for the organiza- 
tion’ was hit by many ma- 
trons. 


“The same group runs the 
whole show, year in and -year 
out,”” complained an Atlantan. 
“They seem to. get the spot- 
light when their child enters 
the first grade. Then they stay 
there so by the time their child 
is in the 5th or 6th grade, 


they’re the real powers. No 
one else has a chance to do 
anything, particularly the young 
mothers whose children are just 
starting to school.” 


A veteran PTA worker ad- 
mitted that might be true in 
many chapters. 


“But if it is true,” she de 
clared, “It’s simply because 
the same ones remain interested 
in the work year in and yéar 
out. They are the ones who 
can be depended upon to dd 
the work. They give results, 
not’ complaints and excuses.”

be given a stimulus by a rule permitting a wild card 
pinch-hitter. 


“Instead of limiting _a& pinch-hitter to one time at 
bat, allow him two times Or possibly three times in 
the substitute bat role in a game,”. Fred Corcoran 
said Wednesday. 


“That-way we could prolong the careers of many 
of our great hitters and gate attractions—men like 
Ted Williams, Stan Musial, Mickey Vernon, Gene 
Woodling and Hank Bauer.” 


Corcoran, who manages the affairs of Williams and 
Musial while carrying on his duties as tournament di- 
rector of the International Golf Association, said many 
an outstanding star slowed by age is reluctant to 
hang on in the unglamorous pinch-hitter role. 


“But make him a pinch-hitting..specialist, with a 
chance to go to bat more than once, and his whole 
concept changes,’’ Corcoran said, “He feels he is a 
major part of the team—and he is.” 


The idea is an enlargement of one which has kicked 
around baseball for years—that it be possible to pinch- 


hit for the pitcher without the pitcher being forced 
to leave the game. 


CORCORAN PROPOSES ‘WILD CARD” 


It would be a form of specialization, used with such 
success in pro football where there are separate of- 
fensive and defensive units.

East’s false sense of economy 
on defense allowed the declarer 
to execute a neat endplay to land 
a@ game contract in today’s hand. 


North and South reached four 
hearts on a reasonable sequence 
of bids. After West inserted a one 
spade overcall, North freely raised 
his partner to two hearts. Adding 
one point for the promoted king 
of hearts, his hand revalues to 16 
dummy points, Perhaps South 
should merely have bid three 
hearts at this point since West's 
vulnerable overcall has tended to 
diminish the value of the spade 
king. However, North would prob- 
ably carry on to game himself. 


West, deciding that aggressive 
measures were in order, attacked 
with the queen of diamonds. De- 
clarer ducked in dummy and 
East, impressed with his part- 
ner’s resourcefulness, gave vent 
to his emotions by cheering loud- 
ly with the nine of diamonds. By 
that simple gesture he presented 
South with the game contract, for 
declarer was quick to take ad- 
vantage of the slip. 


Proper tactics on the part of 
East would have been to overtake 
the queen of diamonds with the 
king and return a spade. When 
two tricks are cashed in that suit 
the defense merely waits for the 
diamond trick which declarer 
cannot avoid losing. 


When the diamond was con- 
tinued at trick two, declarer won 
in dummy, cashed the ace and 
king of-clubs and ruffed a club 
with the ace of hearts. He then 
crossed to the dummy with a 
trump and ruffed the remaining 
club with the queen of hearts. 
He entered dummy with a trump, 
exhausting the enemy of that suit 
in the process. He then led a 
spade from dummy and covered 
the card played by East. West 
was able to cash two spades but, 
compelled by circumstances to 
lead a third spade, he enabled 
declared to ruff in his own hand 
as he discarded the losing dia- 
mond from dummy.

Over many centuries, an exquisite cuisine has 
developed in the Far East—one that is never lacking 
in style for lack of meat. 


One of. the small wonders in foods that has in- 
fluenced our eating habits includes curried foods. 
These dishes are becoming increasingly popular. The 
condiments which customarily accompany Far East- 
ern dishes give a party-like air to a meal and make 
an interesting and attractive table. 


With a curried shrimp and mushroom dish like 
this Shrimp a l’Indienne, you would most likely insist 
upon side dishes of slivered almonds, chutney, coco- 
nut and seedless raisins—not to mention the rice. 


SHRIMP A L’INDIENNE 


1 pound raw shrimp, fresh or frozen 
2 tablespoons butter

medium onion, finely chopped 

small bay leaf 

Dash of thyme 

1 tablespoon curry powder 

1 small can chopped mushrooms, drained 
2 tablespoons flour 

1 chicken bouillon cube 

I cup water 

2 cup light cream 


Clean and cook shrimp. Melt butter in saucepan, 
add onion and cook until soft but not brown. Add 
bay leaf, thyme, curry powder and mushrooms. Mix 
well. Stir in flour. Dissolve bouillon cube in water and, 
add to above mixture. Bring to a boil and cook until 
thick. Add cream and bring back to boil. Add shrimp* 
and cook only enough for shrimp to heat through. 


Chutney is a highly spiced condiment and the 
ingredients may vary greatly. It may be made of 
pears, apples or other favorite but firm fruits, or 
you may prefer tomatoes and onions as chutney in- 
gredients, depending upon your likes and dislikes. 


For a delectable fruit, yet peppy chutney, try the 
following. 


APPLE CHUTNEY 
1 lemon, chopped (seeds removed) 
1 clove of garlic, skinned and chopped 
5 cups peeled, chopped apples 
4 cups brown sugar | 
» pound (16 cups) seeded raisins 
3 ounces (% cup) crystallized ginger, chopped 
2 teaspoons salt 
4 teaspoon cayenne 
2 cups cider vinegar 


Cook all ingredients until fruit is tender. Place 
in jars and seal until ready to serve. Makes 11% quarts.

(For each pound of shrimp, 
add 1 heaping teaspoon pickling spices to 1 quart of 
water.) Halve ripe avocados and carefully remove 
the seeds. Fill each half with three shrimp, and serve 
with Pimiento-Sour Cream Dressing, made this way:

1 cup commercial sour cream

Cool in pans on cake racks 5 
minutes, then remove to racks. 
Wash and dry pans quickly, 
then return cakes to pans. Serve 
warm plain, or spread when 
barely cool with Butter Frost- 
ing. 


BUTTER FROSTING 


14 cup soft butter 
2 cups sugar, sifted and 
firmly packed 
14 tsp. salt 
1 tsp. vanilla 
to 3 tbsps. cream

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Put sugar through sieve or 
flour sifter before measuring, 
then pack firmly into cup. 
Cream butter until shiny, add 
sugar gradually, creaming thor- 
oughly.

Gradually beat in cream and 
white syrup, using just enough 
to produce a smooth spreading 
consistency. Spread on cake. 
Covers two 8-inch layers or 
20 cupcakes. 


For a finishing touch, roll cup- 
cakes with soft frosting in coco- 
nut and top with a red mara- 
schino cherry. Brown the coco- 
nut on the cake with a blow 
torch and the frosting doesn’t 
have a chance to melt.
